Accepts Presidency 


Ocala's Founder Says 
Maryland Legislation 
Is Great Opportunity 
For Horse Breeders 


Bruce S. Campbell, founder of Florida’s 
Ocala Stud Farm, was elected president of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association last 
month. 

A native Marylander, Mr. Campbell indicated 
by his acceptance of the presidency that his 
interest in Maryland breeding is still keen. 

Said Mr. Campbell: 'The new law aiding 
horse breeders should mean a complete revalu¬ 
ation of Maryland’s Thoroughbred industry. 
Getting this program off the ground may be 
one of the biggest problems Fve ever faced. 

"I intend to bring all five of the mares which 
I personally own (this does not include mares 
owned by the Ocala Stud Farm, Inc.) up to 
Maryland from Florida. 

"I want them to foal in Maryland next spring 
so that I’ll have Maryland-breds which are 
eligible to compete in the Maryland Fund 
Races. 

'This is a lot of money that we’ll have 
available for these races, and it s up to us 
breeders to see that we improve on both the 
quantity and quality of eligible runners. 

"My advice to all Maryland breeders is to 
concentrate first on acquiring good broodmares. 
An expensive mare is a cheap investment. 
We’ll need good stallions, too. But let’s get 
the mares first.’’ 

After his election to the presidency by the 
board of directors, Mr. Campbell made one 
of the shortest acceptance speeches on record. 

He said: 

"Wait until My Girl (Mrs. Campbell) hears

about this. She told me last week I couldn’t 
take on any new jobs. So here I go again.’’ 

The retired sand, gravel, road-building in¬ 
dustrialist later remarked at the annual dinner 
held for the membership at Pimlico: 

"The other day my secretary was filling out 
a questionnaire for me. She came to the place 
where it said 'occupation’, and she asked what 
she should put down. 

"I thought for a minute, and then told her: 
Just say Tired’.’’ 

But anyone who knows Bruce S. Campbell 
can have no qualms about his intense enthu¬ 
siasm for hard work. He may be "tired or re¬ 
tired", but he’ll still outwork his employees, 
5 to 1. 

Habitually an early riser, Mr. Campbell is 
on the move before the general populace has 
eaten breakfast. 

He wouldn’t have taken the presidency of 
the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association if 
he hadn’t felt he would do justice to the job. 

And if Bruce Campbell says he can handle 
it, you can bet your bottom dollar that he’ll 
be successful at the task. 
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GLOBEMASTER: Speed, Heart, Pedigree 

Brilliant Young Stud Prospect 
Is Resting On Maryland Farm 


To the vistitor at the Penowa Farm near 
Chesapeake City, it appears that Leonard P. 
Sasso is building a farm around Globemaster. 

And there’s considerable justification for 
Mr. Sasso’s project: Globemaster earned $355,- 
423 during his three seasons of racing. 

Although Globemaster is now stabled at 
the Penowa Farm (which is only 12 miles 
from Elkton), Mr. Sasso is not yet prepared 
to state definitely that the 4-year-old handicap 
star will make his 1963 stud season there. 

"I won’t have an announcement to make on 
where the horse will stand until September 
or October,” says the owner. "I want to study 
Maryland’s new racing law (House Bill 106), 
and see what advantages there are in it for 
young stallions like Globemaster. 

"I am inclined to think that Globemaster 
will stay in Maryland. But that is not definite, 
and I don’t want to be pinned down on it 
at this time. Quite a few things must be 
considered.” 


There is no question of Kentucky’s eager¬ 
ness to get Globemaster. 

But Sasso is becoming increasingly aware 
of the benefits which will go to horses stand¬ 
ing in Maryland now that the new racing 
legislation is in effect. He can see, too, that 
Globemaster has enough popularity to attract 
mares from out-of-State. 

It was on April 28 in the $75,000 Grey 
Lag Handicap at Aqueduct that Globemaster 
went wrong. According to Robert Hammond, 
Mr. Sasso’s farm manager, the colt broke 
both splint bones and tore both suspensories 
while finishing fifth in that mile and an eighth 
race. 

The race was the end of a brilliant career 
for the son of * Heliopolis and No Strings 
(by Occupation). Purchased as a yearling by 
Sasso for $80,000, Globemaster went on to 
prove himself a bargain in no uncertain terms. 

As a 2-year-old he earned $76,272. The fol- 
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lowing season he brought home $233,459, and 
this year, in just six starts, he earned $45,692. 
The totals: 27 starts, 10 wins, 9 seconds, 2 
thirds, $355,423. 

Second in two of the Triple Crown races 
(to Carry Back in the Preakness and Sher- 
luck in the Belmont), Globemaster won such 
races as the Wood Memorial, Arlington Clas¬ 
sic, Saranac Handicap, and Westchester Handi¬ 
cap. 

After breaking down in the Grey Lag, 
Globemaster was shipped two weeks later to 
Mr. Sasso’s farm near Chesapeake City. 

"When the van got here/’ recalls Farm 
Manager Robert Hammond, "Tommy Kelly, 
the trainer, pulled in right behind it in an 
automobile. I told him I’d lead the horse 
off the van, but he said no’. 

"He said he had come this far with him, 
and he’d finish the job. So he led him off 
the van, walked him twice around the barn 
and then put him in his stall. 

"After he closed the screen, Globemaster 
became my responsibility.” 

The horse today looks radiant, despite his 
three years of campaigning. Mr. Hammond 
puts nothing on Globemaster’s legs, preferring 
to let nature heal the injuries in its own 
fashion. 

"We haven’t bred him yet,” said the farm 
manager, "but it’s possible we may breed him 
to one or two of our own mares in June. 
We want to do what is best for the horse. 
The excitement of breeding could cause him 
to hurt his legs. I feel certain that if we 
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give him until next spring, it will be the 
best thing for him.” 

When led from his stall, Globemaster ap¬ 
peared eager and anxious for some sort of 
excitement. He walked quite wide, but he 
didn’t nod as he walked. 

Taken to a grass plot for some pictures, 
the colt evidenced a healthy and encouraging 
interest in the mares which galloped up to 
an adjoining fence. 

Globemaster posed beautifully for his 
photographer, Peter Winants. 

After putting the colt back in his stall, 



Farm Manager Robert Hammond 
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Mr. Hammond discoursed about the farm and 
Mr. Sasso’s plans for improving it. 

"It was a dairy farm,” said Mr. Hammond. 
"Mr. Sasso bought it two years ago. He tore 
down the old barns and bulldozed the old 
house. He built this barn (a 20-stall barn 
in which Globemaster resides) and started 
to fence the fields. 

"I came to work for him last September. 
I had been foreman for Taylor Hardin in 
Virginia. 

"Mr. Sasso has another farm in Phoenixville 
(Pa.). That was where I worked first. He’s 
got quite a few mares there. I would say that 
he plans to make this place more or less his 
stallion headquarters. 

"It’s close to the farms in New Jersey, 
Delaware and Maryland, and we’ve got plenty 
of room for expansion. 

"Mr. Sasso plans to start his new barns 
this summer—in fact, he’s coming down 
tomorrow to go over the plans." 

Also on the drawing board for Sasso is a 
new house to accomodate his growing family. 
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Mr. and Mrs. Sasso are currently occupying a 
house on Mrs. Richard C. duPont’s farm. 

The horse area of Chesapeake City is some¬ 
what reminiscent of the countryside near 
Ocala, Fla. Farms of great size adjoin one 
another, and all can be easily visited in one 
day. 

Within a ten-mile radius of Penowa Farm 
are located Mrs. duPont’s farm (where Kelso 
was wintered), Mrs. George P. Odom’s, Eu¬ 
gene Weymouth’s W. C. Freeman’s and Bay¬ 
ard Sharp’s. 

Undoubtedly, this is a portion of Maryland 
which is on the up-swing as far as Thorough¬ 
breds are concerned. It should prove an ideal 
spot for Globemaster. 

All that we can do now is to keep our 
fingers crossed until Mr. Sasso announces his 
plans this fall. Maryland needs Globemaster— 
make no mistake about that.—S. C. 

N. Y. Commission's Position 

The New York Racing Commission clari¬ 
fied its position on the identification for dock¬ 
ers dispute last month with the following 
statement: 

"Inquiry has been made of the New York 
State Racing Commission as to its position 
with respect to requiring horsemen to disclose 
to dockers the identity of their horses when 
they are sent out for exercise. 

"In the first place the Commission had no 
rule or regulation which could be invoked. Nor 
is there any law upon which the Commission 
could base any such rule. Beside a few specific 
powers granted to the Commission by law, 
none of which would apply, the Commission 
is given the power ’to supervise generally run¬ 
ning race meetings.’ The Commission does not 
believe that this power is sufficiently broad to 
give to the dockers the assistance which such 
a rule might afford them. 

"While the Commission has the right to 
license and thus, to some extent, to regulate 
owners and trainers, jockeys, and a few others, 
it has no power to license dockers, as do some 
other Racing Commissions, nor can it enlarge 
its powers in this respect. 

"Any such action can come only from the 
legislative processes, and it could be that even 
the Legislature would be unable to legally com¬ 
pel the trainers to disclose the information de¬ 
sired. One of our newspapers has, it would 
seem, pointedly put the question: ’Is the true 
and accurate knowledge of a horse’s workout 
public property?’ ”

Pinned Champion 
At Spring Show 


Champion yearling of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association’s 28th annual show last 
month was Dr. John D. Gadd’s gray gelding 
by *Miche out of Burning Desire by Burning 
Dream. 

The show, held at Timonium, May 13, was 
attended by some 250 persons who were chilled 
by a raw wind on a cloudy, threatening after¬ 
noon. 

Oscar White, trainer of Mrs. Walter M. 
Jeffords’ stable, judged the four-class show 
which had 31 contestants from an original 
entry list of 53. 

In 1961, there were 38 yearlings shown from 
an entry list of 58. 

Dr. Gadd, well-known Cockeysville (Md.) 
veterinarian, won a leg on the Blarney Chal¬ 
lenge Trophy by gaining the championship 
with his *Miche yearling. 

The Blarney, donated last year by Rigan 
McKinney, was won in 1961 by Smart S. 
Janney Jr. It must be won three times for per¬ 
manent possession. 

Mr. Janney came close this year to recaptur¬ 
ing the Blarney for another year. The Glyndon 
sportsman showed only one yearling, and that 
filly, a daughter of Third Brother and Step 
Over, was awarded the reserve championship 
by Mr. White. 

Trophies were awarded the winners of each 
class, and $200 in prize money was divided 
among the first five finishers in each class.

Greek Money’s 
Owner-Breeder

Donald P. Ross is a rugged, thick-set man 
with close-cropped hair the color of Cochise’s 
as a 3-year-old. In type, he is anything except 
a banker, though in reality he is a vice presi¬ 
dent of the Wilmington Trust Company. 

His years do not obscure a background in 
athletics; nimble though solid, firm of jaw, his 
gaze is steady, and he plants his feet in the 
manner of a gridder awaiting the "hup” signal. 

In spite of a blocking-back appearance, 
Donald Ross is a gracious person whose salad 
days at Yale were spent toeing the rubber of 
the pitcher’s mound. When the pressures of 
business allow, he still finds time to golf, fish, 
foxhunt and play an occasional game of tennis. 

While racing may not have been his first 
love, the marriage has been a perfect one. As 
owner of Brandywine Stable, Ross has poured 
a considerable fortune into the acquisition of 
racing and breeding stock since he first entered 
the sport in the late ’20’s. 

His finest hour on the course came on Satur¬ 
day, May 19, when a colt of his breeding— 
Greek Money—won the $188,300 Preakness 
Stakes. Delaware Park, of which he is presi¬ 
dent, is "home” to Ross, and he spent more 
than a few agonizing moments at Old Hilltop 
before the Pimlico race had been declared 
official. 

The finish had been desperately close, the 
outcome being in doubt until the reading of 
the photo-finish picture. 

Even with the posting of the numbers, Greek 
Song could not be declared the official winner, 
for Manuel Ycaza aboard the second-place fin¬ 


isher, Ridan, claimed foul against John L. Rotz, 
Ross’s jockey. 

The air was fraught with tension. No one 
was more disturbed than Ross; perspiration 
beaded on his brow and showed through the 
seams of his coat. Both Greek Money and 
Ridan, their flanks heaving, were circled on the 
track, awaiting disposition of the foul claim. 
Finally, eternally, the numbers "10” and "6” 
stopped blinking. It was now official; Greek 
Money, Ross, Trainer Virgil W. (Buddy) 
Raines and Jockey Rotz could now take their 
rightful places in the winner’s circle. 

Trying as the experience had been, those few 
enchanted moments will be cherished by Ross 
for the remainder of his days. Big, important 
races he had won before, but the Preakness 
was a classic, and it had been won by a colt 
bred, reared and raced by him! 

Whenever talk gets around to the most 
exciting renewals of the Preakness, the 86th 
running will stand out like a beacon in the 
night. Aside from the white-hot "elbow inci¬ 
dent,” this Preakness was one of the finest 
illustrations of Thoroughbred courage seen in 
many a day. Greek Money had "blown by” 
Ridan like he was home free straightening 
away in the stretch, but Ycaza and Ridan 
wouldn’t be written off yet. Ridan, under se¬ 
vere pressure from his Panamanian rider, 
inched up and thrust his nose to the front. 
To most, Ridan had been the winner 20 feet 
from the wire. But it was in those last few, 
desperate yards that the race was won and

Double Heritage Takes Maryland Derby 


After finishing close up in two previous 
stakes races, Double Heritage won Laurel s 
$15,000-added Maryland Derby last month for 
the first added money triumph of her career. 

The stakes score was also the first for: 
Her owner-breeder, Charles E. Reithmeyer, 
Her trainer, Tonio Simon, 

Her jockey, Ronnie Ferraro, 

Her sire, Blue Heritage, 

And her dam, Double Quest. 

Double Quest’s victory in the one-mile race 
was more than adequate—it was excellent. 
The 3-year-old filly went the distance in 
1.38 2/5, only a second off Celtic Ash's course 
record. 

She defeated Nip o’Brandy by two lengths 
to become the first filly ever to win the 
Maryland-bred race. 

Double Heritage was bred by Mr. Reith¬ 


meyer at his 167-acre Potomac View Farm, 
near Issue, Md. She was foaled April 22, 1959. 

Although she raced last year in claiming 
company (she won at Pimlico for $7,500), 
there is no question of her stakes class today. 
After winning the Maryland Derby, she raced 
at Pimlico in the $20,000-added Black-Eyed 
Susan and finished fifth by four lengths to the 
winning Batter Up. 

Mr. Reithmeyer has been in racing only 
seven years. He stands the stallions Yemen and 
*Cornplaster at his Potomac View farm. 

Blue Heritage, sire of Double Heritage, is 
by Bull Lea out of Basrelief by Donatello. He 
stands at the Bovello Farm in Tompkinsville, 
Md., for a modest $200 fee. 

Prior to her Maryland Derby triumph. 
Double Heritage had finished third in the 
George Washington Stakes and second in 
the Prince Georges.

74 Ponies Auctioned At Timonium 


Seventy-four ponies were auctioned last 
month at the Maryland Pony Breeders annual 
spring sale held at the Timonium Fairgrounds. 

High price of the sale was obtained by J. 
Rollin Hunter when Mrs. J. A. duPont ac¬ 
quired Westwood Atheling for $2,000. This 
Welsh pony stallion has many times been 
judged champion in pony shows. He was pur¬ 
chased by Mr. Hunter as a yearling in 1959 
at the fall session of the Maryland Pony 
Breeders’ sale. 

Mr. Hunter also sold the second most ex¬ 
pensive pony in the sale, getting $800 for 
Hilltop Haven Copper, a 2-year-old conforma¬ 
tion pony. 

Average price obtained for the 74 ponies 
sold was $264.59. 

A breakdown on the catalogue disclosed 92 
ponies consigned to the sale. Of that total, 
six were scratched and twelve failed to attain 
their owners’ reserve bid. 

Despite a cold, damp day, there were many 
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prospective buyers watching the ponies work 
out before the sale. With large stalls for each 
pony and a show ring available to try out 
possible purchases, a buyer was offered every 
opportunity to inspect any pony he was in¬ 
terested in. A veterinarian was retained by the 
Maryland Pony Breeders to check any pony for 
those interested. The large, well lighted auction 
ring gave each pony room to move to the best 
of his ability. The ponies could also be jumped 
or driven in the auction ring during the bid¬ 
ding. 

A minimum bid of $50 was set on each 
pony. This seemed to raise the quality of 
young ponies consigned. Yearling ponies were 
in excellent condition and were generally well 
gentled. 

Buyers appreciated this by paying slightly 
more for them than the previous year when 
the quality did not seem to be quite as good. 

As in previous sales, it was noted that the 
largest number of purchasers were families

TRA Scholarship Is Awarded 


Bob Thiel, of Evansville, Indiana, has been 
named winner of the TRA Grantland Rice 
Memorial Scholarship, which is awarded an¬ 
nually to the most promising sportswriter 
among American boys ready to enter college. 

The scholarship, worth almost $10,000 over 
the four years of college, is financed by the 
Thoroughbred Racing Associations, national 
membership organization of racetracks. It pays 
all necessary expenses toward a B.A. degree 
at Vanderbilt University, Rice’s alma mater, 
and also provides summer jobs in which the 
student adds knowledge and experience. 

Applications for the 1962 award came from 
22 States in response to announcements mailed 
to sports editors of U. S. daily newspapers. 

Thiel was nominated by Dick Anderson, 
sports editor of the Evansville Press, where the 
18-year-old high-school senior is a part-time 
member of the sports staff, working an aver- 
age of 30 hours a week. He graduates this 
month from Bosse High School in the top 
tenth of his class, editor-in-chief of the school 
paper, and active in the Student Council. 

On the selection committee that met at 
Vanderbilt this week were four sports editors 
—Royal Brougham, of the Seattle Post-Intelli¬ 
gencer, Raoul Carlisle, of the Forrest City 
(Ark.) Times Herald, James Roach, of the 
New York Times, and Fred Russell, of the 
Nashville Banner—plus TRA Treasurer John 
A. Morris, of New York, President Wathen R. 
Knebelkamp, of Churchill Downs, and Van¬ 
derbilt officials. 

The judges ranked Bill Elsen, of Falls 
Church, Virginia, second, and Mike Quinn, of 
Cincinnati, Ohio, third. Others who were 
ranked among the nation’s top five by one or 
more of the judges were:

lost. Greek Money lunged at the wire, his nose 
safely in front. 

After Greek Money had won the James H. 
Connors Stakes last November, Ross and 
Raines began to think of the colt as a potential 
classic contender. With such a spring program 
in mind, they elected to winter the colt at the 
Delaware farm rather than have him join the 
stable en route to New Orleans. 

The decision paid off in spades. The Ken¬ 
tucky Derby was by-passed altogether, Raines 
using the Chesapeake and Preakness Prep as 
stepping-stones to America’s richest race for 3- 
year-olds. He was the only Preakness starter 
which tested the Pimlico strip under race con¬ 
ditions. 

Greek Money won the Prep in a romp, and 
the stage was set. 

In passing, it might be noted that this was 
not the first Preakness winner trained by 
Raines. Record books notwithstanding, Raines 
"trained” Brookmeade Stable’s High Quest for 
victory in the 1934 Preakness. 

Buddy has had only two jobs in his life, 
his present position with Ross, and an associa¬ 
tion with R. A. (Whistling Bob) Smith, who 
conditioned the late Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane s 
Brookmeade string. Raines served as Smiths

assistant trainer. Smith concentrated his atten¬ 
tion on the stable’s ’ big horse —Cavalcade 
for the 1934 Preakness. Raines took over High 
Quest, the lesser regarded member of the entry. 
High Quest beat Cavalcade by a nose, and in 
recognition of Raine s work, Mrs. Sloane gave 
him a gold watch as a memento of that victory. 

M R. ROSS made his first Thoroughbred 
purchase at the E. B. McLean dispersal 
when he bought the Colin mare, Miss Mont¬ 
gomery. He won his first stakes in 1938 with 
Masked General. 

The first top mare to carry the popular blue 
and gold of Brandywine was Everget, who 
proved worthy of installation as the farm’s 
foundation mare. On the track, she brought 
back a check in her every start. 

The year 1947 loomed large in the determi¬ 
nation of Ross’s success on the course. Against 
the advice of some experts, he elected to buy 
nine yearlings from Greentree. Ostensibly they 
were culls, but Ross believed that the blood 
was behind them, and took the lot. 

Among that group was Cochise, son of # Bos¬ 
well—New Pin, by * Royal Minstrel. This fel¬ 
low won 18 of his 56 starts and $257,985. 

From the same Greentree group came Rags 
to Riches, Mark High and Marked Day. 

In 1948 Ross acquired Greek Song (sire 
of Greek Money) in a similar package deal 
from Greentree. Racing only at 2 and 3, he 
won 6 of his 20 starts, including the Dwyer 
and Arlington Classic. A marked success at 
stud, the son of the champion sire * Heliopolis 
and * Royal Minstrel’s daughter Sylvan Song 
has sired the winners of about $2,000,000. 
Among these have been the stakes winners 
First Balcony, Inbalance, Leapfrog, Oil Royalty, 
Greek Spy, Countermand, Goldflower, Greek 
Top, Tapis, Greek Page, Sea Hymn and Faith¬ 
ful Song. 

Elected to The Jockey Club in 1941, Mr. 
Ross is a former president of the Thorough¬ 
bred Racing Associations, as well as a founder 
of Delaware Park. He breeds his horses under 
the banner of "Renappi Corporation. 

Ross, married to the former Wilhelmina 
duPont and the father of three children, pur¬ 
chased *Lucy Lufton, dam of Greek Money, 
in England. All of the mare’s three foals are 
winners.
